and Their Meaning 
club. 


“When Franklin wrote ‘Poor R ich­ 
ard’s Almanack,* the first almanac evar 
published, he made out a weather fore 
ast for the entire year,” Mr. Carpen 
ter related. 
“One day his wife peered 
over his shoulder aud discovered that 
he had predicted rain for a great many 
Mondays. 


"Sh e didn’t like the idea of stormy 
washdays, so when Franklin had left 
his work she changed every Monday 
to a sunny day. 
Scientist though he 
was, Franklin left the prognostications 
as she had altered them. 
Almanacs 
have been made ever since then on 
just such principles.”

reports from Europe indicate thai Frau*» and 
England are draw ing together again. 
Agreement on a policy 
in the Ruhr and at Laitaanne was not easily arrived at. The inter­ 
ests of the two nat ions are more or leas conflicting and, a« a re­ 
sult of this conflict of interests, the British refused to c o o p e r a te 
with the French in pressing Germany for payment of reparations, 
which, in turn, led to the French refusing to further British in­ 
terests at Lausanne. 
But now, if the latest reports are true, 
Britain is again hacking the French against Germany and ex peris 
that the French will advance th*- British program in the Near East. 
At a glance, thi n* seems to be something ignoble about a 
policy of bargaining when the liv e s of nations are at stake and 
a grave crisis threatens. 
The highest standards in national r e ­ 
lationships would demand that a certain course have approval if 
right and continued disapproval if wrong. 
A system of bargain­ 
ing that swings from one position to another so that there ieems 
to be no clearly defined policy does not win the approval of on­ 
lookers. 
Advantage and not right seems to determine d e r is io n s 
and self-interest is the determining factor in European relations. 
There is, however, one other phase of the 
ituation that is 
encouraging. 
Despite tho breaks that have come during recent 
months France and England an a bk* to get together in limes of 
emergency when w ar with some smaller nation Impends. 
Bar­ 
gaining is better than fighting. 
Disagreements, discussions and 
concessions are better than an open break that would lead co the 
breaking out of a n ith e r conflict in Ell,tope. Possibly it is too cai Iv 
to hope that right will triumph over self-interest in the dealings 
of the nations with each other. 
But while this may lie beyond 
the reach of present conferences and policies the fact that the two 
powerful nat ions of Europe can make concessions by which war is 
averted is a m atter for which the nations should be devoutly thank­ 
f u l. 
Making the best possible bargain has come to be looked upon 
as right. 
Our present order is built upon such a method of a r ­ 
riving at an end and, afte r all, bargaining is better I ban battling 
and conferences are better than conflicts. 
The fact that lh** na­ 
tions which dominate Europe are able to get together holds the 
promise of a solution of some of the vexed questions that . iireatcn 
to disrupt.

T he first report of the Carnegie corporation of New York, 
which shows that since its organization in 1911, $57,939,840 has 
been expended for educational and other good purposes, points out 
some of the dangers that go with large gifts to institutions. After 
stating th a t “somebody nuisi sweat blood with gift money if its 
effect is not to do more harm than good," the report indicates some 
of the effects that follow large g u ts to educational institutions. 
Two of the unfortunate results mentioned are th** over-em­ 
phasis on going to college and the fact that to keep pace with th*' 
go-to-college movement president of colleges have become solicit­ 
ing agents whose chief function is not education by money getting. 
Both of these developments, resulting from the gifts of cor­ 
porations with their resultant stimulus to the go-to-college move­ 
ment, are leading away from tin* highest educational standards. 
There is a danger that the present attitude to education will lead 
to an educated medioeracy. 
lf the college is something that must 
be gone through, and the young people of th** land aft* sent through 
the higher educational institutions as pork is pushed through a 
sausage machine, the output w ill show I it t Ii* more divergence from 
a common standard than two strings of sausage. 
The fact is I hat 
very few who go through college retain an interest in the things 
the college is supposed to arouse an interest in. 
The second danger goes hand in hand with the first. 
If col­ 
lege presidents are chosen 
h o i because of intellectual fitness but 
for their facility as soliciting agents, the standards of the colleges 
must suffer. 
When the college becomes a vast machine run by J 
clever business manager whose interest is in money raising rather 
than in education flu students turned out will be, in the main, 
machirte-made products. 
The I nivarsity of Chicago has just elected an educationalist 
as president, and this may serve as a precedent in this era. 
ll 
the colleges follow Chicago's lead they will he going back to pre­ 
cedents established when education aimed at a high culture of the 
individual and turned out great men. The report raises the whole 
question as to the wisdom of pushing young people through the 
machine when their tastes and ambitions ary not along educational 
lines at all.

T h e latest reports from Europe indicate that France and 
E ngland are draw ing together again. 
Agreement on a policy 
in the Ruhr and at Lausanne w as not easily arrived at. 
The inter­ 
ests of the two nations are more or less conflicting and, as a re­ 
sult o f this conflict o f interests, the British refused to cooperate 
w ith the French in pressing Germany for paym ent of reparations, 
w'hich, in turn, led to the French refusing to further British in­ 
terests at Lausanne. 
But now, if the latest reports are trio 
B ritain is again backing the French against Germ any and e x p e c t i 
that the French will advance the British program in the Near East 
At a glance, there seem s to be som ething ignoble about a 
policy of bargaining w hen the lives of nations are at stake and 
a grave crisis threatens. 
The highest standards in national re­ 
lationships would demand that a certain course have approval if 
righ t and continued disapproval if wrong. 
A system of bargain­ 
ing that sw in gs from one position to another so that there seems 
to be no clearly defined policy does not win the approval of on­ 
lookers. 
A dvantage and not right seem s to determ ine decisions 
and self-interest is the determ ining factor in European relations. 
T here is, however, one other phase of the situation that is 
encouraging. 
Despite the breaks that have com e during r e c e n t 
m onths F rance and E ngland are able to get together in tim es of 
em ergency when war w’ith some smaller nation impends. 
Bar­ 
g a in in g is better than fighting. 
D isagreem ents, discussions and 
concessions are better than an open break that would lead to the 
breaking out of another conflict in Europe. 
Possibly ii is too early 
to hope that right will triumph over self-interest in tho dealings 
o f the nations with each other. 
But while this may be beyond 
the reach of present conferences and policies t he fact that the two 
pow erful nations of Europe can make concessions by which, war is 
averted is a m atter for w hich the nations should be devoutly thank­ 
ful. 
M aking the best possible bargain has come to be looked upon 
as right. 
Our present order is built upon such a method of ar­ 
r iv in g a t an end and, after all, bargaining is better than battling 
and conferences are better than eon ll jets. 
The fact that (lie na­ 
tions w hich dominate E urope are able to get together holds the 
prom ise of a solution o f som e of the vexed questions thai threaten 
to disrupt.

T h e first report o f the Carnegie corporation of New Yolk, 
w hich show s that since its organization in 1911, $57,939,HIG has 
been expended for educational and other good purposes, points out 
som e of the dangers that go w ith large gifts to institutions. 
A fter 
statin g that “somebody must sweat, blood w ith gift money if its 
effect is not to do more harm than good,” the report indicates some 
of the effects that follow large g ifts to educational institut ions. 
T w o of the unfortunate results mentioned are the over-em­ 
phasis on going to college and the fact that to keep pact' with tho 
1 go-to-college m ovem ent president of colleges have become solicit­ 
ing agen ts whose chief function is not education by money getting. 
Both of these developm ents, resulting from the g ifts of cor­ 
porations with their resultant stim ulus to the go-to-college m ove­ 
ment, are leading aw ay from the highest educational standards. 
There is a danger that the present attitude to education will lead 
to an educated medioeraey. 
l f the college is som ething that must 
be gone through, and the you ng people of the land are sent through 
the higher educational institutions as pork is pushed through a 
sausage machine, the output will show little more divergence from 
a common standard than two strings of sausage, 
’rile fact is that 
very few who go through college retain an interest in the tilings 
the college is supposed to arouse an interest in. 
Thejsecond danger goes hand in hand w ith the first, 
lf col­ 
lege presidents are chosen not because of intellectual fitness but 
for their facility as soliciting agents, the standards of the colleges 
m ust suffer. 
When the college becomes a vast m achine run by ; 
clever business manager w hose interest is in money raising rather 
than in education the students turned out will be, in tin' main, 
m achine-m ade products. 
The University of Chicago has just elected an educationalist 
as president, and this may serve as a precedent in this era. 
lf 
the colleges follow Chicago’s lead they will tie going track to pre­ 
cedents established when education aimed at a high culture of the 
individual and turned out great men. 
The report raises the whole 
question as to the wisdom of pushing young people through the 
m achine when their tastes and ambitions are not along educational 
lines at all.
